Civic Centre Competition, Lincoln 

THE RESULT of the architectural competi- 
tion for a new Civic Centre at Lincoln 
will be announced at a meeting of the 
City Council at 7 p.m. on August 29.

Plans for London Clinic 


THE LONDON CLINIC, which stands between 
Devonshire-place and Harley-street, WI, 
is to be extended to double its present 
size.

55. The Passing of a Studio 


I WOULD like to recount a simple experi 
ence which I encountered one day last 
winter when visiting a job in St. John’s 
Wood. It is one that often returns to 
my mind when I look at new develop- 
ments and wonder whether the character 


that once marked the different districts 
of London will find new expression in 
the new environments we are now 


creating. 

It was a biting cold morning with wind 
that cut through to your very marrow. 
The area was without shops or buses; I 
was without a car and the taxi-men all 
seemed to have gone for their elevenses. 
The pubs were not open and no prospect 
of hospitality loomed in sight. My only 
thought was for shelter and hot liquid, 
and I looked round pleadingly for help. 
| spied the word ‘ Restaurant’ over the 
entrance to a block of flats, so in I dived 
only to be told that 
they only served 
lunch, and this was 
not lunch time, but 
there was a place 
down the road where 
I might get a cup of 
coffee. I fought the 
blast again and 
found what appeared 
to be a florist’s shop, 
but again I espied a 
little sign that said 
‘Restaurant’ and in 
I dived once more. 


I found myself in 
a large square room, 
partly panelled in 
sticky black panelling 
with a gallery at one end and a fireplace 
below, and an array of large forbidding 
oil paintings on the walls. The room 
was furnished with heavy dark oak tables 
and chairs to match, and these were set 
for lunch with plastic tablecloths, plates, 
knives, forks and water bottles. The 
place was utterly silent except for a clean- 
ing woman polishing the floor. 

I asked if I could have some coffee and 
although I was given quite plainly to 
understand that they did not serve coffee 
at this time of the morning, I was invited 
to come in and get warm and she would 
see what she could do. Eventually a 
waitress arrived with a cup of coffee- 
coloured liquid, which had the only 
virtue in which I was interested at that 
moment—it was hot. 

The radiators along the walls were also 
hot, and as I gradually thawed out, I 
gave my attention to the cleaning woman. 
She had lived in the neighbourhood for 
twenty and had watched the old 
splendour pass away. It was once the 
district, so she told me, of famous artists. 
The room in which I was sitting was a 
grand studio, and my mind went back to 


years 


the early Victorian Age when actresses 
came to such places to sit for thei: 
portraits. Ugly as the room was, how 


noble it must have seemed with great 
canvasses and easels and the master him- 
self appearing from the gallery to greet 
his patron. Yes, this was the studio of 
a great man, and a place of character. 

But my cleaning friend had much more 
history to tell. Other great artists in the 
district had painted portraits of kings 
and queens, and she had watched them 
arrive for their sittings. She gave me a 
long list of famous names, but the great 
had now left, one and all, and the district 
had ‘gone down.’ Flats had been built 
where once grand houses had stood, and 
the district was now peopled by lesser 
actors and other anonymities. 

She went on polishing the floor as she 
told me al! this—an anonymous character 
herself, ageless, shapeless, but a character 
none the less and with a fund of know- 
ledge that many social historians would 





She now cleaned this 
studio which did duty as a humble 
restaurant where you could bring your 
own wine and could take a table d’hote 
lunch, or dine between 6 and 8.30 p.m. 
I gathered that it was much used by the 
batchelor-flat-dweller types who probably 
found it simpler and cheaper to feed there 
than cater for themselves.

My coffee cost me sixpence and my 
entertainment and warming of body and 
spirits nothing, and al] this was within 
ten minutes by taxi from Piccadilly 
Circus. I hope there will be something 
equally worth while to tell posterity when 
our new tower block dwellings recede 
into the pages of history.

A SMALL PARTY of Japanese builders 
visited the LMBA on Thursday afternoon, 
August 10, for an exchange of views on 
the building and construction industry. 
Mr. P. H. Bates, FIOB, Vice-President

HOSPITAL PHARMACY 


THE GREAT INTEREST being shown nowa- 
days in hospital planning has made this 
new edition timely. The practice of 
hospital pharmacy has undergone great 
changes in recent years, and many exist 
ng pharmacies are inadequate to cope 
with modern needs. As a result, and 
especially in the light of the new hospital 
building programme, many administra- 
tors, architects and pharmacists are now 
engaged in planning improvements and 
extensions to existing departments, and 
the construction of completely new ones. 
The information in this booklet is of 
direct interest to all those who are con- 
cerned in such planning. 

The booklet deals first with the basic 
planning of the pharmacy in relation to 
the other departments of the hospital. It 
then discusses the floor-space require- 
ments in hospitals of various sizes, and 
the allocation of this space between the 


different sections of the pharmacy 
(dispensary, manufacturing laboratories, 
sterile-products laboratories, storage, 


etc.). It deals with the way in which a 
hospital pharmacy should be organised 
and includes specimen floor plans. 

Guidance is given on the choice of the 
most appropriate surface materials for 
floors, walls and benches, and on the 
planning of mains services and the dis- 
posal of waste. The supply of filtered air 
for sterile-products laboratories is dis- 
cussed in some detail. The section on 
furniture and fittings includes illustra- 
tions of a variety of fittings suitable for 
the storage of tablets, ointments, labels, 
etc., and a separate chapter is devoted to 
service points, suggesting some alterna- 
tives to the traditional out-patients’ 
window. 

The final chapter describes the plan- 
ning and organisation of a centra] sterile 


supply department which in some 
hospitals is the responsibility of the 
pharmacy. Information is given about 


space requirements and there is a detailed 
work-flow diagram.

An engineer cannot be 
blamed for not foreseeing the unknown, 
and in such cases his reputation would 
not be harmed if details of the design

failure were published for the guidance 
of others. It is, however, natural that 
engineers should not wish to draw atten 
tion to their mistakes, even though they 
may be due to unforeseen circumstances. 
It is therefore a most commendable 
achievement that this account of failures 
which actually occurred should be 
written by an engineer who has himself 
had a share of the responsibility for some 
of them. Mention must also be made of 
Hungarian engineers who co-operated in 
permitting Mr. Széchy, who is himself a 
Hungarian and Professor of Foundation 
Engineering at Budapest, to describe 


failures with which they had been con 
nected. 
Mr. Széchy’s book includes examina 


tions of failures experienced in Hungary 
(published in that country in 1957) and 


defective foundations in other parts of 
the world. The causes of failure are 
diverse, but the examples give direct 
attention to the major possibilities of 


failure, in both design and construction, 


and discusses the possible remedial 
measures. 

The causes are classified into four 
groups. First, the absence of a proper 


investigation of the site or a wrong inter- 
pretation of the results of such an inves 
tigation. Second, faulty design of the 
foundation or superstructure. Third, 
defective temporary works or _ poor 
workmanship in the construction; and 
finally, the insufficient provision for 
exceptional natural phenomena, such as 
thermal and biological conditions, rain 
fall, and floods greater than those 
hitherto recorded at the site. Most 
forms of ordinary and piled foundations 
are dealt with, and in particular the 
foundations of many types of buildings, 
bridges, industrial storage, marine and 
riverside structures. The text is well 
illustrated and has a useful list of biblio 
graphical references.

ARCHITECTS, engineers and students who 

wish to extend their knowledge of re- 

inforced concrete to the relatively new 
technique of prestressing will find a suit- 
able introduction in this new volume. 

As Edward Mills states in his Foreword, 

the art of explaining any complicated 

technique in a simple way is one which 
is not sufficiently practised. It is there- 
fore gratifying to find that Mr. Kaylor’s 
book explains in lucid terms the prin- 
ciples, methods, development and design 
of prestressed concrete. It is most impor- 
tant that architects and engineers should 
understand the principles of the tech- 
niques they employ, and this book will 
certainly contribute to this understand- 
ing and produce an awareness of the 
technique’s potential. Builders, too, will

find the text a useful practical guide. 
The author begins by explaining the 
basic principles, making easily under

AUDEL’S DOMESTIC WATER SUPPLY AND 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL GUIDE. By Edwin P 
Anderson. (New York: Theodore

THE PURPOSE of this book, states the pre 
fatory note, is to provide instruction and 
guidance to both professionals and laymen 
who work and live in districts that are 
outside city and municipal water and 
Sanitary service areas. It is one in a 
series of condensed or ‘potted’ text 
books, which, although useful to the pro 
fessional] builder (in this case plumber or 
sanitary engineer), has clearly been 
written as a ‘teach yourself’ guide and 


a reference book for ambitious 
amateurs. 
Mr. Anderson’s text is, however, 


eminently readable and contains informa 
tion on practically every phase of water 
supply from the location of sources of 
supply to free flow at the faucet. The 
book covers well construction, pump 
selection and control, maintenance, water 
softening, sewage disposal and drainage, 
and all associated plumbing. There are 
several chapters on various methods of 
water heating. The author does not reach 
beyond the scope of domestic installation 


and his recommendations should 
adequately supplement local require 
ments. 


A good deal of the terminology and 
the techniques described undoubtedly 
conform with current American practice, 


but there is much of value for the 
English reader. The text is profusely 
illustrated with remarkably good line 


drawings and there are some useful data 
tables. There is no doubt that Mr. 
Anderson is a master of his subject and 
he has the advantage over many of his 
contemporaries of being easy to under 
stand.

A Novel System of Contracting 


In a visit to the Regensdorf factory 
some six miles from the centre of 
Zurich we spent an interesting afternoon 
inspecting the new Gretag electronics 
factory The architect in charge, M. 
Romanowsky, of Suter & Suter, of Basle, 
explained fully not only the method of 
construction, but also the system of con- 
tracting. Solidly built in reinforced con- 
crete which we were told was 20 per cent. 
cheaper than steel, with a 50 ft. roof span 
and all installations as far as possible 
located in the ceiling, the factory (which 
would initially accommodate 180 opera- 
tives) was designed with expansion and 
readjustment in mind. Together with the 
three-storey office block this project 
would cost over £4m. and as far as one

could ascertain costs were running out 
at 15s. per ft. cube. 
On a selective tendering basis (four 


firms invited) the main contract had been 
let separately for foundations and the 
concrete frame. There would be direct 
contracts for the finishing and specialist 
trades. An inspection of the drawings 
underlined the architect's statement that 
up to 18 months had been devoted to pre- 
paring the scheme in detail. 


Housing 


The outstanding impression of the 
several housing projects we visited was 
that accommodation was expensive and 
in Switzerland, as elsewhere on the Con- 
tinent, a quarter of one’s income for 
housing was not considered unreasonable 

All new accommodation in Zurich is 
for letting, and we were told that at the 
present time no houses for sale were being 
erected in the city. Although many flats 
are being built without subsidy, interest 
rates on loans from banks, insurance com- 
panies, etc., are in the region of 34 per 
cent. Quite a few projects are at present 
being built as an investment by building 
firms. 

Several current developments were of 
special structural interest. In the Nord- 
strasse an eight-storey block of flats for 
the Zurich City Council was being con- 
structed in precast concrete elements, one 
storey high, placed in position by the 
ubiquitous tower crane. These flats, 260 
sq. ft. in area, comprising a lounge, bed- 
room, bathroom, and kitchen, will be let 
at £7 10s. per month, inclusive of heat- 
ing 


A Tall Brick Building 


Unique in their way were the 18-storey 
flats at Hirzenbach, constructed in brick, 
after careful research. Once work was 
under way each floor took five days to 
construct. One of the several blocks in 
this new suburb is owned by two build- 
ing trade unions, the rest by private firms 
or public companies. A visit to one of 
these flats, occupied some time ago, 
proved very interesting. A living room 
of 200 sq. ft. and two bedrooms (110 sq. 
ft. and 180 sq. ft.) together with a 
kitchen, bathroom, etc., cost over £20 
per month including heating. The window 
space in the bedrooms seemed to be 
inadequate and a small balcony, cramped 
and windswept, added little to the ameni- 
ties of the occupiers. 








A more attractive, although more ex- 
pensive proposition, were the pleasantly 
sited flats at Hasenbart in the district of 
Witikon, a well-wooded area overlooking 
the city. These flats (large lounge, 2 bed- 
rooms, etc.) were 1,200 sq. ft. in area 
and of superior construction and finish. 
At a rent of £30 per month (including 
underfloor heating) they were a relatively 
better proposition than the 18-storey flats 
at Hirzenbach. 


Departing from the standard type of 
construction were the prefabricated semi- 
luxury flats at Riedholz in Zolikon, a few 
miles from the centre of Zurich. The first 
phase of this development of 3- to 6- 
storey blocks will cost over £lm. The 
prefabricated slabs in 24 types are made 
in Berne, this being the first experiment 
with this form of construction in Eastern 
Switzerland. With an inner and outer 
skin of approximately 4 in. and 6 in. 
fespectively, these reinforced concrete 
slabs have an insulating expanded poly- 
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styrene filling. To the advantages of dry 
construction is allied an excellent finish 
and on the first scheme the architect (Mr. 
Hubacher) estimates a saving of 5 per 
cent over traditional methods. A finished 
flat of 1,700 sq. ft. which we inspected, 
would shortly be let at an inclusive rent 
of £40 per month. 


A Warm Welcome 

We were warmly welcomed wherever 
we went, and we appreciated the courtesy 
of the arrangements made for our visits 
where architects, engineers, and con- 
tractors were present to show us round 
and answer our questions. Swiss building 
and architecture, we felt, was very much 
a reflection of Swiss life—well mannered 
and disciplined, abhorring anything 
shoddy or meretricious. The serious and 
hardworking citizens of Zurich have cer- 
tainly reason to be proud of their city 
and its buildings—-both old and new.

Town Planning Decisions 
Guildford's First 10-storey Flats Approved 


TWO OUTLINE applications by Guildford 
Town Council to build the borough’s 
first ‘skyscrapers ’"—two blocks of flats 


on The Mount and Bishops Croft, Mount 
Pleasant—have been approved by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. They will, however, have to be 
one storey less than the Council planned 
to prevent any risk of spoiling the view 
of The Mount from the High-street. 

The original application was to build 
two ll-storey blocks of 40 one-bed- 
roomed flats with four penthouses in 
each, but there were objections to this 
proposal, 

In his report, which has taken six 
months to come through, the Inspector 
(Mr. W. A. Devereaux, FRIBA) points 
out that although the applications relate 
only to two blocks, the intention is 
ultimately to develop the triangle 
bounded by The Mount, Portsmouth- 
road, and Mount Pleasant. (Surrey 
County Council supported the Town 
Council in their application on the con- 
dition that it was the first stage in the 
progressive development of the area as a 
whole to a comprehensive plan and to a 
higher density.) 

The alternatives appeared to be either 
to cover the whole area with three to 
four-storey flats with little open space, 
or to develop it with high blocks in an 
open setting, with some_ contrasting 
lower blocks. 

Owing to its steepness, the triangular 
area as a whole is a difficult one to lay 
out, says Mr. Devereaux, and he feels 
that in the final scheme further con- 
sideration should be given to the layout, 
especially the siting of garages and 
vehicle entrances from The Mount, of 
which he considers far too many are pro- 
posed. He suggests there should be no 
access to Mount Pleasant, which is a 


narrow street carrying fairly heavy traffic. 
The Inspector agrees that occupants of 
Pleasant 


houses in Mount will suffer 








some loss of amenity, but says it is im 
probable that the loss would be very 
much greater than if the whole area were 
developed with three to  four-storey 
blocks especially if as many trees as 
possible are preserved to help screen the 
upper block from the existing old houses. 

Regarding the breaking of the skyline 
behind the blocks, the Inspector says 
this is unlikely from the top of the High- 
street, but there was a danger of this 
from lower down. This is why he recom- 
mends the conditions that the blocks 
must not be more than 10 storeys, and 
that the number of flats should be 
reduced to 40 in each block. 


The Minister’s Comments 


The Minister was in broad agreement 
with the Inspector’s findings and has 
accepted his recommendation to approve 
the two outline applications. He is 
doubtful, however, whether the area 
could take a third block without detri- 
ment to the view of The Mount from 
the High-street. This comment is made 
without prejudice to any issue which may 
come before him in the future regarding 
development in the area. 


Green Belt Residential Scheme 
Rejected 


AN APPEAL by Mr. George Garland, a 
building contractor, against the refusal 
of Nidderdale RDC, acting on behalf of 
the Yorkshire (West Riding) County 
Council, to grant planning permission for 
the erection of 25 houses or bungalows, 
and garages, on land off Main-street, 
Nether Poppleton, has been dismissed by 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. The Minister’s decision 
was arrived at on the ground that the 
proposed development would encroach 
on the green belt which, in view of its 
narrowness on the western side of the 
City of York, should be preserved intact.

In April of last year work was com- 
pleted on Ferguson House on the 
site formerly occupied by Devon- 
shire Terrace, the one time home of 
Charles Dickens. 

The new office block comprises five 
storeys and basement and contains 
nearly 47,000 sq. ft. of office space 
with a staff restaurant and a car 
park for 24 vehicles at the rear. The 
frame is of reinforced concrete and 
the upper storeys are faced extern- 
ally in London stock brickwork. 

At ground level there are facings of 
Empire stone and rough-axed gran- 
ite panels below the windows. The 
interior of the building, which is 
heated by a low-pressure radiator 
system from gas-fired boilers hous- 
ed on the roof, has exceptionally 
clean lines. There are no beam pro- 
jections and all services have been 
grouped in concealed centralised 
ducts. 

The building was erected for the 
Laing Development Company Lim- 
ited by John Laing Construction 
Limited.
